SEWERAGE 


Limpley Stoke sewerage scheme became operative during the year, and 
house connections were completed. 


To cope with the increasing population of Winsley spray irrigation has 
been added to the treatment given. This was eompleted during the year 
and seems very successful. 


Planning work on the next two schemes - Monkton Farleigh and Semington 
continued during the year. 


HEALTH SERVICES IN THE AREA 


Hospital 


This district is in the South Western Regional Hospital Board area. 
Two hospitals St. George's at Semington for chronic and elderly sick and 
Winsley Chest Hospital lie within the District. Bradford, Melksham and 
Trowbridge General Hospitals and, of course, the Bath Hospitals supply the 
general hospital facilities for the areae Most maternity cases are dealt 
with by Bradford and Trowbridge Maternity Hospitals. 


County Council Health Services 


Domiciliary midwifery and Home Nursing Health Visitor services (care 
of the elderly, nursing mothers and young children) and the Home Help service, 
are controlled by the County Council, as are the Ambulance Service, Health 
Education and Mental Health. 


Infant Welfare Clinics are held at Melksham Clinic (every Thursday 
afternoon) and Bradford (Youth Centre, Newtown every Tuesday afternoon) and 
immunisation sessions are also held at these centres. 


Village Infant Clinics are held at Holt, Semington, Hilperton and 
Monkton Ferleigh and Atworth A Clinic was also started at Broughton 
Gifford during the year.

It is pleasing to say that 1970 is the last year in which raw milk will be 
retailed in this district. A complimentary letter from Melksham Without Parish 
Council regarding conditions at Beanacre Refuse Tip and the increase from 7 
Discretionary Grants in 1969 to 27 in 1970 are further gratifying items. Lest 
complacency should be suggested, the other side of the scale reveals that we just 
cannot carry out poultry inspections and we still have a kerbside dustbin refuse 
collection service. 


I would ask the Chairman and iiembers of the Council and Committeesto accept 
my sincere gratitude for their guidance and consideration. ily thanks are also due 
to Dr. \Wolfenden for his co-operation and to lir. vans and Mrs. Hanney for 
assistance so willingly given. The Rodent Cperator and the Refuse Collection and 
Disposal Staff have continued their duties to the obvious satisfaction of house- 
holders in the district.

Note - It will be noticed throughout this report that, on occasion, more notices are 
shown as "complied with" than "served". This is explained by work requested 
in 1969 being completed in 1970. 


The two private slaughterhouses have continued in operation during the year 
(animals slaughtered and condemnation figures are shown in Appendix "A"). Each 
slaughterhouse has a stunning pen and complies with the Hygiene and Prevention of 
Cruelty Regulations. 


The carcase and offal of every animal is inspected. 


There is one poultry slaughtering establishment in this district. The average 
weekly kill is approximately 500. It is just not possible to keep a general over- 
Sight over the poultry inspection which is left to the proprietor, 


One complaint of chewing gum in a packet of peas and another of’ a bristle in an 
apple pie were investigated with the suppliers. In neither case could an explanation 
be found. 


A formal report was submitted to the Council regarding "poor housekeeping" at 
one food shop. A warning letter from the Council may be a preliminary to court 
proceedings under the Hygiene Regulations. 


Condemnation Certificates were issued for 13,995 five kilo tins of Tomatoe 
Puree which were damaged in sea transport from Portugal. Precautions were taken to 
ensure safe disposal. 


As mentioned in previous Annual Reports, we have a modest routine of sampling 
pies, ham, fish cakes, etc. for Bacteriological examination.

It is pleasing to report that no complaints have been received during the year 
regarding gypsies at Norrington Common. 


All sites, licensed by the Council, have been inspected to ensure compliance 
with the licence conditions relating to number of caravans, water supply, sanitary 
accommodation, disposal of waste water, paths, fire extinguisher and refuse bin. 


All the sites are small (the largest having nine caravans). 


RODENT CONTROL 


Details, in the form required by the iiinistry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food 
are given in Appendix "D", 


The Rodent Operator has continued with routine inspections, including 14 farm 
inspections. We now have 17 farm contracts for wnich a fixed charge is made, each 
farm is visited every four months and the necessary treatments carried out. Four 
business premises have similar contracts with us for regular inspection and treatment. 


One sewerage system was test baited. 


REFUSE COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL 


A weekly collection throughout the district is maintained with a limited service 
for some trade refuse. 


The 50 cube yard Pakamatic refuse lorry has enabled the increased bulk of refuse 
to be collected with the same staff. The Michigan Shovel Tractor is invaluable at 
Beanacre Tip. 
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We are now facing the problem of obtaining covering material at Beanacre Tip 
and every endeavour is being made to avoid the expense of purchasing soil or other 
COVer. 


At the end of the year, there were indications that a polythene sack system of 
refuse collection might be introduced. It is envisaged that a small pilot scheme 
incorporating sack holders, refuse sack holders and the use of sacks as liners to 
householders bins could be tried. Thus the snags and advantages of each system 
could be weighed up before launching a comprehensive scheme for the whole district.

This service, brought into operation in 1948, has been utilised to clear 330 
cesspools and septic tanks during 1970. 


The contractors, employed by the Council, visit the district every three months 
and it has been useful to many householders to have a standing order for such 
clearances with the Council. 

The service has growmm from 75 clearances in 41948 to 330 clearances in 1970. 

During the year, the contractors increased their charges but the price is still 


favourable as this Council act as clearing agents and can save time and expense by 
collecting the orders in a systematic procedure.

The Council's policy is to formally deal with dwellings which were placed in 
Category IV in the Housing Survey and similarly to deal with properties becoming 
vacent where re-letting might provide a "stepping-stone" to Council re-housing. The 
policy has been pursued through the year and 13 cottages have been so formally 
reported to the Public Health Committee as suitable for action under Section 16 of 
the Housing Act, 1957. iivery endeavour is made to persuade owners to undertake re- 
conditioning schemes and to take advantage of Improvement Grants. 


During the year 5 cottages were demolished and 3 reconditioned. 

27 Discretionary Grants (total £24,480 - 10 - 0) and 16 Standard Grants (total 
£3,035 - O — 0) under the House Purchase and Housing Act, 1958 and the Housing Act, 
4969 have been approved during 1970. Some considerable discussion and inspections 
are a preliminary to such applications but the work is well justified by the results. 

No applications have been made during the year for Certificates of Disrepair 
under the Rent Act, 1957.
